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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
The applicant primarily asserts that references of Shiga and DiCaprio cannot be combined with Jacobson because the identification tag 
of Jacobson is not powered in a static state and that the loop would increase the height of the package. The examiner believes that the 
referernces are combinable because the claims do not require that the device be powered in a static state. The claims broadly recite that 
the device be a microelectronic fabrication and do not indicate how the device operates. As stated before, although the device of 
Jacobson does not operate in a static state, it still operates at some point. During the time of its brief operation, the invention of Shiga 
could be used and is thus applicable. 
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
